when he was seen de-tasseling corn 
in the raising of his corn.

County Judges in Columbia

1902 and while there became inter­ 
ested in the Missouri Corn Growers' 
A ssociation and its work. He became 
a m em ber of the A ssociation and w a s 
an active breeder of coin up to and 
including 1926. 
Returning to his farm near S ik es­ 
ton, the Judge -et about

was confronted with 
many 
em bar­ 
rassing difficulties”, the Judge smiled. 
“One day 
a neighbor appeared upon 
the scene 
at a time I w as de-tassel- 
ing m y fem ale 
plants

male row s because they were de-tas- 
seled). The other rows were of plants 
retaining the tassel and were called 
the male rows.

“The rehabilitation of our forests 
demands first of all that the

ire evil be suppressed”,

l ’resi- 
ient declared. 
“ Many of the forest­ 
'd States, with the co-operation 
of 
imherland 
owners, have undertaken 
rganized 
protection against 
forest 
ires; and in recent years, under the 
C larke-M cN ary 
lav.

Federal 
Government has given its support to 
! he movem ent. 
Thi> great co-opera- 
rive enterprise must be extended and

until

•ounty in the United States is safe­ 
guarded again st forest fires.

<<n 40,000,000 hogs slaughtered under 
the Federal inspection indicated that 
10 per cent of all the swine in

United States were infected.

sources of information indicated that 
tuberculosis in cattle had decreased 
to 2.!» per cent infection, ami

although the disease in swine

increased from 10 per cent in 1917 to 
15.2 per cent in 1924 it has gradual­ 
ly been decreasing since that, time 
and at the close of 1927 was 13.5 per 
cent.

Besides being known in political cir 
les in a small way. the Judge 
ha: 
been known for years as an agricul- 
urist and animal hushandryman. 
In 
fact, the Judge is one of the pioneei 
advanced agriculture in Southeast 
Missouri. 
He was the first man 
in 
this section to raise pedigreed corn 
and in introducing it into this sec­ 
tion he tells an interesting story 
of 
how 
he was 
nearly 
judged insan» 
when he was seen de-tasseling corn 
n the raising of hi* corn. 
He 
had 
attended 
a 
meeting of 
County Judges in Columbia 
during 
1902 and while there became inter 
ested in the Missouri Corn Growers 
Association and its work. He became 
member of the Association and was 
an active breeder of corn up to and 
including 1926. 
Returning to his farm near Sikes 
ton, the Judge set about 
to raising 
his corn in the prescribed manner, 
was confronted with 
many 
embar 
rassing difficulties”, the Judge smiled 
“One day a neighbor appeared upon 
the scene at a time I was de-tassel 
ing my female 
plants 
which were 
planted in rows, (we called them fe 
male rows because they were de-tas 
seled). The other rows were of plants 
retaining the tassel and were called 
the male rows. 
The pollen from th 
male row fertilized the others, hene 
was bred to the male row. 
My rule 
was to leave each fifth row for a mal 
or breeding row. 
‘‘This particular day. the neighbor 
happened 
along 
unexpected, 
and 
found nie 
de-tasseling 
my 
female 
rows, and of course, asked the reas 
on. 
1 explained it to him the best I 
could, whereupon he went away 
and 
told others of my neighbors confiden­ 
tially that I was losing my mind and 
told them why. 
Later on more of my 
friends found what I was doing and 
1 tell you I had to do quite a lot 
of 
explaining to keep them from w ant­ 
ing to adjudge me insane". 
The Judge was also the first man in 
Scott County

had 
attended 
the 
World’s Fair 
in 
St. Louis 
in 1904 
where he bought the machine. When 
it appeared on the streets of Sikes­ 
ton. the people watched it like a cir­ 
cus parade, the Judge said. 
Later on 
the farmers became convinced that

“The rehabilitation of our forests 
c mands first of all that the 
forest 
re evil be suppressed”, 
the 
Presi- 
ent declared. 
“Many of the forest- 
d States, with the co-operation 
of 
imberland owners, have undertaken 
rganized protection against 
forest 
res; and in recent years, under the 
larke-McNary 
law, 
the 
Federal 
»< vernmcnt has given its support to 
he movement. 
Thi* great co-opera- 
ive enterprise must he extended and 
t lengthened 
until 
every 
forested 
ounty in the United States is safe­ 
guarded against forest fires. 
“ But we are still 
far 
from 
the 
roal of complete protection. 
Every 
ear, on the 
average, 
80,000 
fires 
courge our woodlands, steadily 
un- 
lermining their vitality. For this bad 
situation, the blam falls equally on us 
ill. 
Public a g e n c ie s rarely 
provide 
idequate protection against fire,

timberland owner is toe» often indif- 
erent to

We must all gain such

poet for the forest that its destruc 
ion through indifference or ear«*less- 
ness shall be unthinkable.

"To make our vast empire of for 
est land fully productive of continu 
ous crops of timber will have momen

It will give agriculture the ad

dustries. 
It will provide raw

It will 
furnish traffic for our railroads, 
will maintain foreign and 
domestic 
commerce. 
It will restore our for 
ests as conservers of soil and water 
ind as givers of health and pleasur 
to our people. 
“ We already have made a begin­ 
ning in forest renewal; but the task 
is stupendous, and we should permit 
no satisfaction over what

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FIRST 10 YEARS OF CAMPAIGN 
GREATLY REDUCES BOVINE TB 


Ten year« ago, noon after he 
ha«l 
taken charge of 
the 
Tuberculosis 
Eradication Division of 
the 
United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
the late Dr. J. A. Kieman made the 
significant and prophetic statem ent 
that "tuberculosis can be eradicated 
from all the cattle and all the swine 
in the United States”. 
At that time official testing show­ 
ed that 4.0 per cent of the cattle were 
infected with tuberculosis and figures 
on 40,000,000 hogs slaughtered under 
the Federal inspection indicated that 
10 per cent of all the swine in 
the 
United States were infected. 
At 
the 
close 
of 
1027 
the same 
sources of information indicated that 
tuberculosis in cattle had decreased 
to 2.0 per cent infection, ami 
that 
although the disease in swine 
had 
increased from 10 per cent in 1017 to 
15.2 per cent in 1024 it has gradual­ 
ly been decreasing since that, time 
and at the close of 1027 was 13.5 per 
cent. 
There are now 401 counties, or 13 
per cent of the entire number in tbe 
United States, classed 
as 
modified 
accredited areas l>ecause they 
have 
less than one-half of I per cent 
in­ 
fection in cattle. 
In addition to these 
free counties there are 027 others en­ 
gaged in the work looking to modi­ 
fication. 
This total ofl 028 counties, 
either modified or working 
to 
that 
end, constitutes one-third of the total 
number of counties 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Atotal of 18,610,685 head of 
cattle are now under supervision for 
the eradication of tuberculosis. 
In reviewing the 
last 
10 
years’ 
work, Dr. A. K. Wight, acting chief 
of the division, said that his marked 
decrease of infection in both cattle 
and swfue 
has been 
accomplished 
as a result of the intensive campaign 
against the disease. 
It is apparent, 
he says, that the prophecy made 
in 
1017 relative to the possibility 
of 
controlling and eradicating this dis­ 
ease is being borne out. 
He em pha­ 
sizes the necessity, hoafever, of con­ 
tinued and determined effort to com­ 
pletely eradicate the disease as early 
as possible. 
If a feeling of security 
is permitted to exist to the detriment 
of organized efforts, «lire results may 
vet occur in some localities.

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FOREST FIRES STARTED BY 
LIGHTNING DO MOST DAMAGE 


In forests most carefully guarded, 
from fires due to man's carelessness, j 
there remains the hazard 
of 
fires! 
started by lightning. 
And a study of 
'ire records in th«* year 1926 in Jhe 
forest where flre-protection service is 
maintained 
shows 
that 
although 
lightning is not th«* 
most 
frequent 
cause of fire, accounting f«»r only 
12 
per cent of the number, it was 
the 
most important in damage done, ac­ 
counting for 31 p«*r cent. 
Th«* expla­ 
nation is that lightning is likely 
to 
«tart fire in inaccessible spots, where 
it will not be discovered so promptly 
and where it is more difficult to g ath­ 
er fire-fighting forces before th«* fire 
has spi«*a«l and has become 
serious. 
Man-made fires start where man has 
been and whet«* it is relatively easy 
to send men to fight th«* fy«*s. 
In the carefully protected 
forests 
of Idaho and Montana th«* figures for 
1926 are even more striking, accord­ 
ing to H. T. Gisborne of th«* Forest 
Service of the Unit«*«! States Depart- 
inent of Agriculture, who finds that 
lightning caused .59 per cent of 
all 
forest tires and was responsible for 72 
per cent of the «lamagc. 
The danger 
period in th«*s<* forests is from 
the 
1st of June t«* th«* end of September, 
and in these m«*nths th«* fir«*-promo­ 
tion service adds men to its organi­ 
zation ami keeps them busy on rou­ 
tine work until the Wcathei Bureau 
or the lookout 
stations 
at«>p 
the 
mountains rep<*rt th«* approach of 
a 
storm accompanied 
by lightning. 
If 
a lookout s«*«*s 
a 
lightning 
storm 
passing thr«»ugh a «tret«*h 
«»f woods 
remote from headquarters h«* will^no- 
tify the organization, and fir«* fight­ 
ers will be started in that direction. 
It is often several hours, frequently 
a «lay «>r more, aft«*r a storm before 
the smoke is visible t«i th«* lookouts, 
so that they can give «*\.ict dir«*ctions 
as to its location. 
Meantime the tire* 
lighters get into th** vicinity an«! gain 
the precious time that makes the <tif- 
ferenee between successful suppress­ 
ion of a small fire and a difficult con­ 
test with a fire that has gain«*«! head­ 
way an«l done great damage.
